Unstamped Letters. 


The Postmaster General has issued

Our reporter interviewed Governor 


Einkead, who is Commander in Chief 
of the army, as to his intentions about 
ordering an inspection of the militia 
tier A on the 4th. He said he could not 
do it, because no money had been ap- 
propriated to pay the expenses, and it 
would be folly for him 10 order them out 
and not provide means to pay for it. 
He would like to very much, and 
thought inspections ought to be held 
at least once a year. He hoped enough 
soldiers would accept Beno's invitation 
to make the military display a credit 
able one. 


Mining Patents. 


The bill recently introduced by Sena- 


or Chiloott, of Colorado, provides that 
hen an advene claim is filed, the* par- 
ies so contesting the patent shall, in 
ate they fail to sustain their claim by 
proof, be liable to the applicant for the 
latent or the grantees for the bill of ex- 
tenses of the damages which shall be 
ncurred by or result from the filing of 
uch protest or objection. The object 
>f the bill is to prevent annoyances and 
actual blackmail against applicants for 
patents. In many cases parties having 
no shadow ef title to a mining claim 
will file an adverse claim in order to be 
lought off and paid for not bother! eg 
he owners any longer. This is done to 
reqnently in mining regions, and ii 
uch a sonrce of annoyance to owners of 
property that the bill is of true public 
benefit and ought to pass. It has the 
approval of Secretary TeHer, as well as 
Senator Hill, Chairman of the Commit- 
ee on Mines and Mining, to which 
committee it was referred. An amend- 
ment will be added, requiring parties 
iling adverse claims to give security for 
costs.
